TRYING TO-SAVE WIFE 


Leaps Into Water to Rescue Strug- 


gling Spouse, and Is Crushed 


by Big Vessel.

•to rescue bis wife from the path of 
the steamer Puritan here after tho 
big steamer had made a wreck of hla 
vessel, Capt. John D. Bean of the 
schooner H. M. Avery was .caught be- 
tween the Puritan's hull and a dock 
and crushed to death. 
Mrs. Dean 


swept Into midstream after seeing her 
husband killed, was with dlRlculty 
rescued by persons on shore. She Is 
almost Insane from fright and grief. 


The Avcry hod just reached St. 


•Joseph. She was docked at the Wal- 
lace dock as the Puritan started from 
.a nearby-wharf. 
Until the Puritan 


came within a few feet of tho Avery 
there was no thought of danger and 
before the captirln and his wife could 
escape the steel prow of the Puritan 
cut deep Into the Avery's hull. 


With 
the 
crash Mrs. Bean was 


thrown Into the water. The captain 
could 
have 
saved himself, but ho 


leaped Into the stream and started 
toward his struggling wife. 
He watt 


-within a few feet of her when tho 
Puritan, rebounding from the collision, 
caught him and dashed him against 
the wharf. 


ANTHRACITE STRIKE 


NOW SEEMS UNLIKELY 


Operators Will Recognize the District 


Presidents If the Miners Again 


Elect Them. 


Wllkesbarre. Pa., June 5.—The dan- 


ger of a strike seems to be already 
passing away, even before the decision 
of tho convention of miners, which Is 
to meet In Pottsvlllo within ten days. 
This Is due to the statements of coal 
companies' oftlclals and 
superintend- 


ents that If the mlneworkers at their 
convention should re-elect the three 
district presidents as their representa- 
tives on the conciliation board by a 
majority vote there would be no fur- 
ther -objection to their eligibility to 
serve on tho board. This action will 
most likely be taken at tho coming 
convention. 


Mitchell ts Conservative. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June C.—With re- 


gard to the probability of a resump- 
tion of the strike In the anthracite 
region of Pennsylvania, President John 
Mitchell of the United Mtneworkcrs 
was unwilling to make nny statement. 


"I do not wish to anticipate," he 


said, concerning the chief point to the 
controversy that now'seems likely to 
provoke a renewal of hostilities, that 
of whether or not rhe men selected by 
the miners' organization 
should 
be 


members of the board of conciliation 
authorized by the board of arbitration. 
Ho said: 


"Tho statement that the question of 


recognizing the United Mlneworkers 
was never submitted to the strike com- 
mission Is entirely untrue. That was 
one of the Important awards In our 
favor, the wording of It being that 'the 
miners' organization,' which, of course. 
Is the United 
Mlneworkers, should 


have three representatives on tho 
board of conciliation, one far each dis- 
trict. 
Naturally, I appeared for tho 


anthracite coal workers before 
the 


strike commission, but It was as presi- 
dent of the United Mlneworkers that 
I was given the right to do so."

Jungles, 


To the Editor Gazette: 
Frontcra. Tabasco, Mexico, May 27. 


We have discovered that we arc 


truly in the' 
Manana 
(tomorrow) 


country and its no use to he In a hur- 
ry, for you will surely have to wait 
till the "other man" gets ready. \Ve 
left hero May 1!\ to go up the TulIJa 
river to visit some of tho plantations, 
and instead of making tho ISO miles 
In ono day. It took us nearly two. Tho 
little launch Lotus, of the Transporta- 
tion Co. was turned over to us for 
our exclusive use. but the captain was 
n Mexican and he took his own good 
time to make tho trip. 
To illustrate 


1 will tell of the first day. 


First Day 
We started on the Lotus with 
a 


little canco of coal in tow 
which 


caused us to run a little slower, but 
to 1:111 time, tho captain ran much 
slower than necessary and stopped n 
Kreat deal so that instead of reach- 
ing Tepetltan. ho pulled in by the 
bank at a little Indian hut (where ho 
seemed to have some friends and n 
sweetheart) and we were obliged to 
sit up In the boat all night and light 
mosquitoes all night long, anu suifer 
the heat which was intense as we 
lay under tho river t-nnk. 


The End 
Of course we were exasperated and 


remonstrated but to no purpose and 
•we submitted to our fate (and to the 
Mexican way of doing things) with 
tho best grace possible. 
We finally arrived nt the LumIJa 


plantation (property of the (Chicago) 
Mexican plantation association). 
In 


tho afternoon of May 1U, and found 
Mr. H.. H. Markley, a genial Ameri- 
can who is In charge of tho Finka 
(plantation). 
Wo made our way af- 


ter resting n little, to the canning fac- 
tory and were treated to a delicious 
•pineapple right from .the field. 


Pony Rides 


On Wednesday wo were given some 


little ponies, nnd we rode 25 miles 
Investigating the property 
of 
the 


(Philadelphia) Mexican 
Plantation 


Co., a tract of 5000 acres, and we 
saw rubber and coffee trees as well 
as pineapples In profusion. We rode 
through Jungles nnd over mountains 
and the vegetation was tropical to 
tho last degree. 
Beautiful and gi- 


gantic trees from which hung lovely 
festoons of moss and vines In a per- 
fect tangle of confusion. 
There Is 


a sort of vine here or woody growth 
called the. tree-killer. 
It climbs up 


tiic trees an:l so entwines and squeez- 
es the treo that It crushes the life 
out of it and while the tree dies and 
docayes tne vine thrives and stands 
upright like a tree itself, supported by 
the tree till It Is substantial enough 
to stand alone. 


Through Forest 


We spent the day In company wltn 


E Klrby Smith, riding through the 
untouched tropical forest. 
To ono 


from the north. It is a scene never 
to bo forgotten. 
Wo rode through 


Indian trails whore tho trees, vines 
and shrubbery overhung the path so 
that we must needs stoop to pass un- 
der. 
On Friday wo undertook the 


climb of tho Coffee mountain on the 
Lumija plantation. 
Of all the clim- 


bing over rocks nnd Jumping logs with 
our faithful little ponies, it was tho 
greatest experience of the kind ever 
cnjoyed(?) 
Tho- ponies climb any- 


thing with the ease, seemingly, of 
goats. 
Many places were so steep 


that we had to dismount and lead 
the animals, and In descending we 
(and 
they) slid Jumped and almost 


fell down over tho rough rocks. And 
yet those mountains arc good 
for 


raising coffee and this 
plantation 


alono has about 2500 acres of coffee 
growing and we picked berries from 
trees three years old or less. 


Rubber Trees 
Wo were anxious to lenrn if the 


many stories concerning the cultiva- 
tion of rubber were true. 
I saw 


one treo on this land, planted two 
years and ten months ago, that I 
measured. 
H was 32 Inches nt base. 


2C Inches two feet from the ground 
and fully 25 foot high. 
We tapped 


a treo and saved some bottles of the 
milk to take homo. 
1 also allowed 


some to evaporate and tho 
result 


•was as clastic a pleco of rubber as 
one could find. Rubber can be cul- 
tivated 
successfully and Is worth 


raising as It will yield nt least 
a 


pound to tho tree at." or 8 years, 
This Is a fact. 


Fruits 
Wo saw some flne bananas ono 


bunch having over three 
hundred, 


and measuring 47 Inches long. 22 In. 
in diameter and f,3 In. In circumfer- 
ence. 
Every form of vegetation Is 


prolific 
in 
growth nnd fruitage. 


The climate Is not so bad as so 


many Imagine. 
H is now the hot 


season and the thermometer has on- 
ly reached !»7 as the highest temper- 
ature. 
Tho rainy season will soon 


begin nnd though things are green 
now yet tho growth will be Immense 
while tho rnlns are 
coming. 
We 


started for Frontera'. Monday. 25th. 
nnd as tho rudder (or captain) of 
the Lotus did not work well we bail 
to be picked up after night by tho 
MarlRcal. a river steamer and tug 
boat and we arrived at 4 a. m.. after 
a night of trying to sleep on benches 
with zarapes for covering. . Xarapes 
are colored blankets made by tho In- 
dians nnd are quite pretty and ac- 
ceptable to one riding at night nn a 
boat. 
H was constantly told that 


our boat for Vora Cruz'Is 
coming 


manana, (always tomorrow), so wo 
know not when wo can leave. H may 
be one dny or ten. as they never 
know or care and never hurry. 


Hot Enough 


For n week were cut off from the 


outside world while at LumIJa as the 
telegraph wires were broken anu they 
always put off until manana what 
they don't have to do today and tho 
hope that they may not have to do it 


at all. 
Our friend, tho captain of 


tho Lotus, was discharged this morn- 
ing much to his surprise as wo had 
all Insisted upon the same headed by 
Director Carpenter.

ROOSEVELT AT LINCOLN'S TOMB 


In Company With Senator Shelby M. 


Cullom the Nation's Chief Executive 
Visits the Last Resting Place of the 
Great Emancipator at Springfield. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. June u.—Prosl 


dent Roosevelt made the last speech 
of his transcontinental tour at Indian 
niKills. Ills mop In this city was of 
•only fifteen minutes' duration, and at 
S:20 p. m. his special truln started di- 
rect for Washington. 


The presidential special reached In- 


dianapolis at 0:0*i last night, and ">,- 
000 people were waiting at Jackson 
place. In front of the Union station. 
The president appeared on a platform 
near the entrance to the.station, ac- 
companied by Gov. Durliln and the I 
Indiana senators. He was Introduced 
by Mayor Uookwnlter. 


In response to the cheers of the 


great crowd the president said: 


People Are United, 


"I have been from the Atlantic to 


the, Pacific and now well nisli back 
again to the Atlantic, ami the thing 
that has struck me more than an^lit 
else wherever I have been Is the fun- 
damental unity of our people. 
And 


another thing. I went on my trip a 
pretty good expansionist; 
I 
come 


back a better one, because, having 
£een our people on the Atlantic coast, i 
Jn the Mississippi valley, ln> the great 
plains, ar..l among the Hockles and on 
the Pacific coast, I fall to see how 
any man can look at them and not 
see that Inevitably they belong to 
the expanding and not to the station- 
ary races of mankind. 


Nation Is Conservative. 


"This people has a mighty destiny 


lefore It and can work out that des- 
tiny only as it has worked out Its des- 
tiny In the past. 
There will be no 


radical or extreme action by our na- 
tion. We are. for all our spirit of prog- 
ress, essentially a conservative peo- 
ple. 


"We believe In conservatism, but It 
is a conservatism not of timidity, not 
of mere stolidity. It U the conserva- 
tism of good sense. 
We do not In- 


tend to be spurred Into rash action or 
to be frightened out of action that Is 
needed by the circumstances of the 
case. 


Suffer No Injustice. 


"Our people have ever shown In 


their history that combination of en- 
orgy and common sense which must 
be shown by every great masterful 
race. In private life we nil-of us look 
down ui>on the man who brawls, who 
threatens, and who when -the pinch 
comes falls to make his words good by 
deeds. I ask that this nation conduct 
Itself with regard to foreign affairs on 
the same principle which we admire If 
shown by the private citizen. Speak 
courteously of other peoples. Treat 
them well. 
Do no Injustice to the 


weak, and sutler no Injustice to be 
done to us by the strong. 


Build Up the Navy. 


"As an incident In following that 


historic policy of our nation I ask 
our people to see to it that there Is no 
halt in the building up of the Ameri- 
can navy. I ask that It be built up and 
kept up, not lor the purpose of war 
but to keep the peace. I think that 
foreign nations feel pleasantly toward 
us. but I think, also, that it will help 
them to continue to feel pleasantly If 
we have a good navy." 


The last day of the 14,000 mile jour- 


ney was comparatively an easy one for 
the president. He made stops at Uu- 
cpln, Decatur, Springfield, and Dan- 
ville, In Illinois, coming direct to In- 
dianapolis Irom the latter city. 
He 


made his principal speech at Spring- 
Jleld, where he dedicated the new state 
arsenal / and 
was 
entertained 
at 


luncheon at the executive mansion. 


Thousands Cheer. 


Twenty thousand visitors from out- 


side cities added their cheers to those 
of the people of Springfield when thu 
president arrived at 10:15 a. m. At 
the station were In waiting Gov. Yates 
and Senator Cullom, with n reception 
committee of -100, and a military es- 
cort consisting of the entire 
Fifth 


regiment, 
Illinois National 
guard; 


Troops D and G, First Illinois cavalry; 
cnglnerr company, signal corps, and 
Yntes cadets of Springfield, all under 
command of Adjt. Gen. Smith. 
The 


infantry was commanded by Col. J. S. 
Culver and the cavalry detachment by 
Col. B. C. Young of Chicago. Members 
of Gov. Yates' personal staff, mounted, 
acted as aids to Adjt. Gen. Smith. 


Visits Lincoln Monument. 


From the railway station to

arsenal the president was 
escorted 


through lines of cheering people. On 
eneh side of Capital avenue, between 
Sixth street nnd the statehouso, were 
massed .".000 school ' children, who 
waved flags as .the .procession passed.

THE CITY IS A DELIGHT. 


Love of Music a Characteristic of the 


Berliners—Unter den Linden Ons 
of the Most Popular of Thorough- 
farrs. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


The religion of Berlin Is music. In 


no other city does the divine art hold 
Its votaries so completely. 
The pre- 


dominating tail; In the 
home, 
the 


street, the parlis. everywhere people 
congregate, is music. 
Wagner. Mo- 


zart, Handel. Mendelssohn, all 
the 


Statue Before Old Palace, 


great masters, are the idols of 
the 


populace. 
Then when It comes to 


symphony effects they never tire of 
discussing Uie military bands of the 
empire. Every regiment has jt. hand 
of CO men and there are some 500 in 
the army, all of which play in the 
capital before the members are mus- 
tered out of service. All bands 
are 


good, many excel, and some are •won- 
derfully proficient. So the Berlin ear 
is attuned to the march, quickstep, 
•waltz, dirge 
and 
the national an- 


thems, and if anything is distressing 
it is to rind discord where harmony 
should he the only sound given out. 
The opera they fairly ravo over. To 
Instance how deep is the attachment 
one need only state that, If the two 
sultry months are excepted. it Is put 
on at the Royal Opera House every 
night in the year. Sundays Included. 


Seven o'clock is the hour fixed for 


beginning the opera in Berlin, and 
when it Is unusually long f>:3(> o clock. 
Evening attire Is tabooed, the only 
persons 
fashionably 
attired 
being 


visitors. So the spectacular and bril- 
liant scenes In thf boxes, on the floor 
and in the galleries of London. Now 
York and Paris are wanting in Ber- 
lin. 
Say what they may. It Is a dis- 


tinct loss, for the privilege of viewing 
an elegantly attired assemblage Is 
relished by cultured persons. If Ber- 
lin is deficient here it excels other- 
wise. The 
opera 
is magnificently 


staged, the choruses are full and sym- 
pathetic, the solos superbly rendered, 
and the orchestra of SO evolves mel- 
ody which captivates the senses. 


The Royal Opera House is not so 


large as the Metropolitan 
in New 


York, but is much grander. The im- 
perial box Is in the first gallery in the 
rear facing the stage. 
It is three 


times the size of tho other 
boxes. 


Surmounting it is the royal coat of 
arms wrought In gold and decorated 
in yellow. The general treatment of 
the celling, walls and boxes Is red. 
The Kaiser reflects the musical tastes 
of, his subjects in being inordinately 
fond of the opera. Every chance ho 
has to attend he Is certain to avail 
himself of it. As he is the busiest 
nan in the empire these opportuni- 
ties are none too frequent. 


The Kaiser Is Immensely jrapulnr. 


Wherever he goes he -Is affectionate- 
ly greeted. Neither the King of Eng- 
land nor the President of the United 
States receives more sincere homage 
from the masses than the ruler who 
abruptly cut short the public service 
of Bismarck. Men criticise his acts, 
hut are Intensely devoted to his per- 
son. He tries to meet this sentiment 
half way and In so doing has come 
to be regarded as the most demo- 
cratic ruler of the house of Hohen- 
zollcrn. 


Berlin lias an Anglo-American Club 


whose purpose is to foster friendly 


that every year he comes over to 
meet his friends and to learn what 
Yankee genius has evolved since hla 
last vl«lt. He Is self-made, too. 
He 


began without a dollar anil, though 
only in middle life, Is worth several 
millions. 


• In my second visit to Berlin 
the 


change most noticeable was In. the 
transformation of Unter don Linden, 
its most celebrated thoroughfare. 1 
was disappointed with it In Its un- 
tidiness and Its unsightly accessories 
on first view. 
Papers 
were 
Hung 


about everywhere; there were ugly- 
looking booths and advertising pillars 
to disfigure the roadways—for there 
are two—and in the center was the 
broad promenade, with dirty benches 
and slovenly occupants. A filthy road- 
way for equestrians completed a pic- 
ture repugnant to those who 
prize 


cleanliness nnd good taste. And this 
In the capital 'of the cleanest country 
on the globe and in its most attrac- 
tive quarter. 


Strangers 
marveled 
why 
Berlin, 


splendid every other way, was so wo- 
fully lacking In caring for Its histori- 
cal avenue and wondered 
why 
the 


burghers were so zealous about keep- 
Ing every other section looking pre- 
sentable and neglecting that which 
had first claim upon 
their 
pride. 


These criticisms finally reached the 
inner recesses of royalty at Polrdara 
and the Kaiser bestirred himself, with 
the result that the eyesores which 
defaced the capital so long have been 
removed. 
Now the central promen- 


ade Is flanl'.ed on either side by lawns 
and flower bnds and painted licnclieK 
nnd Is a rt'stful and pleasing retreat. 
with the four rows of .lindens furnish- 
ing protection from the sun. These 
lindens urn old nnd stunted and are 
not to be •-•ompared with the kind at 
Hamburg, '.vhere the light yellow How- 
era nnd heart-shaped leaves of rich 
green make a handsome tree. 
Unter 


den Linden is now kept clean by a 
corps of men nnd Is no longer a re 
ceptable for debris. 
The dirty road 


reserved for equestrians 
has 
been 


made a smooth sand course for those 
fond of tho exercise. 
At last Unter 


den Linden corresponds with Berlin 
In general. 


The Brandenburg gate 
separates 


the principal park from the lower end 
of Unter den Linden. There are three 
roadways beneath the arch, hvt the 
central one Is reserved exclunlvely 
for the Emperor. 
The figure of Vic- 


tory perched on Its top 
originally 


faced the park. When Napoleon took 
the city he had It taken down and 
carried to Paris. 
When he surren- 


dered In ISIS the Prussians regained 
possession and returned it to Berlin.

DUCK CULTURE. . 


From FarnuTH' Hovlrw: The most 


Important thin;; 
Is 
to 
Ijaro good 


healthy parent stock that Is not In- 
bred. What wo mean , by Inbred Is 
using male birds from your own eggs 
for breeders several years 'without 
getting new blood from some other 
source. Our practice Is to get some 
other breeder to' exchange eggs with 
us from which wo hatch and raise our 
own drakes for breeding for next 
season. In raising stock for breeding 
wo start from tho tlmo the parent 
stock In hatched. These aro selected 
from the April and May batches am! 
nro not forced same as ordinary stock 
for market. They do not coino to ma- 
turity In four weeks. As soon as they 
get their feathers (except the wings) 
we sort them, picking oi-t nil the most 
promising ducks for brooders. 
Tho 


drakes arc put back In pens and fat- 
.toned for market. For breeders we 
select the medium-size ducks, with 
drakes Just a little under-sized. These 
wo think nro more active and eggs 
aro more fertile. As soon as wo have 
our brooders sorted wo turn them out 
to pasture In (locks, say 200 on about 
two acres with plenty of shade and a 
creek running through the lot. They 
arc fed sparingly on a light feed com- 
posed of three-quarters bran with the 
rest equal parts corn meal, low grade 
flour, ground oats, 5 per cent beef 
scrap; also one-third of entire mix- 
ture, cut clover rowon of second crop 
clover cut very fine, with all long 
stems screened out, or green corn 
fodder cut over}' day very fine. Feed 
nil they will cat up clean quickly. 
Keep them purposely a little hungry. 
They aro kept hero until Nov. 1 to 
15, according to weather. Then they 
are again sorted and put In pens 12x 
100 with 10x10 pen Inside house, 20 
ducks and G drakes to a pen. Each 
pen has a feed trough 1 foot wide 6 
Inches deep, 12 feet long, with an- 
other for water G feet long outside. 
Inside they have a feed trough same 
as others with a 15 quart pall for 
water not over 14 Inches high. This 
pen Is kept bedded with fine planer 
shavings preferred. 
It bas<a box for 


oyster shells and gravel size of wheat 
or corn. Here the feed Is all changed 
to equal parts: corn meal, bran, low- 
grade flour, ground 
oats and stale 


bread or crackers. It can be bad, 10 
per cent beef scrap and one-third en- 
tire mixture, fine cut clover.
